The negro question is the world race 
question, brought home to the new 
western world as a 
problem. It is a vast problem, yet not 
the only one of its kind which the civi- 
lization of the century is called upon 
to face. The race question as it has 
to do with the yellow man is more 
ominous than that of the black man. 
The latter, however, is right at our 
doors, he is our own peculiar problem. 
He may not be ignored nor mobbed nor 
exploited; he is @ present issue, to be 
met sanely, sympathetically, steadfast- 
ly and intelligently. The case is one 
which, by its gravity, demands that the 
demagogue shal! be silent, and the 
prejudiced patient, while thorough 
thoughtfulness, and a lofty sense of 
race responsibility, do their slow, tire- 
some work. 


There is a point to be made of the 
fact that while nobody in the South 


There/| will call a black man “Mr.” yet a 


Christian will call him “brother.”

ECIPROCITY AND TARIFF REVISION 
There remain now but six working days 
before the life of the present Congress will 
terminate. President Taft has told Senators 
that unless the reciprocity bill shall come’ 
to a vote before March 4 he will cal! an ex- 
traordinary session of Congress. There are 
enough Senators determined to defeat the 
proposed treaty with Canada who will oc- 
cupy the time with debate, so as to prevent 
ratification, and an extra session now seems 
certain. 
At such extra session a general revision 
of the tariff will be initiated by the Demo- 
crats. Champ Clark in the House will favor 
a schedule by schedule revision, while Joe 
Bailey in the Senate will demand a genera! 
revision on a “revenue only” basis. As the 
Democrats in the present House have held 
a caucus and indorsed reciprocity, and as 
the Democrats in the Senate have been re- 
inforced in number as a result of the elec- 
tions this winter, it is possible that at the 
extra session a ratification of reciprocity 
will precede the attempt at general revision 
of the tariff. | : 
If such general revision shall be had, it 
will be a revision by schedules; for the Re- 
publicans who will still hold power in the 
Senate, although by a reduced majority, will 
never agree to a tariff for revenue only. | 
If there shall be an extra session of Con- 
gress it will probably extend far into the 
summer, and its effect upon the fortunes 
of both political parties cannot be even in- 
telligently conjectured. If the Senate | 
should be brought to agree to a sweeping 
change from a protective to a revenue tar- 
iff, and the House should concur in such a 
policy, and President Taft should sign the 
bill, while it would inflict great and im- 
mediate disaster upon the country, yet it 
might be better for the people in the long 
run than the tariff-tinkering proposed by 
Champ Clark. Business can adjust itself to 
a state of adversity, but not to a condition 
of constant uncertainty such as would re- 
sult from a schedule by schedule revision. 
A tariff which was revised’a schedule at 
a.time would be a bargained tariff, a vote- 
trafficked tariff. The New England repre- 
sentative would vote to retain the duty on 
Mexican and Argentine wool provided the 
Northwestern Representative would vote to 
retain the duty on carpets and woolen cloth 
and underwear. 
The California Representative would 
stand by the Pennsylvania member on main- 
taining a high duty on manufattures of iron 
in exchange for the support of the Pennsy!l- 
vania member in voting to sustain the duty 
on raisins and on citrus fruit. The repre- 
sentatives of the farmers would vote against 
free lumber provided the Connecticut mem- 
ber would vote against free hides.
